small staff and little money.

The center, however, is already 
trying to accomplish both， 天 oo 
said.“Many people think that all 
the center does is put on exhibits 
from China,，she said.“But many 
of our exhibits promote local 
artists. These exhibitions serve the 
community.” 

Interest in the community art 
exhibit presented last summer was 
SO great that the centers staff 
plans to _enlarge the show. The 
staff has also Scheduled a series of 
lectures on China and exhibitions 
of Chinese woodcuts and paint- 
ings by an artist from Taiwan， A 
photographic exhibit on Chinese 
history is scheduled for completion 
in 1980， 

Koo admitted that these proj- 
ects would probably reduce the 
amount of space available to 
community groups, some of which 
have complained that they have 
not been allowed to sue the 
centers _ facilities _ often enough. 
Koo said， however， that the 
foundation may consider acquir- 
ing a facility outside the one at 
Chinatown's Holiday Inn; there， 
community _ activities might be 
held.

HONG “KONG 一 Chiinese 


”archaeologists reported findqing a 


2,000-year old section of ttie Great 
Wall， “extending intermittently 
over 125 km”in northeast China， 
Hsinhua News Agency reported. 
SURVEY 

It said the section of the wall， 
found during a twozyear archaeol- 
ogical Survey in Kirin Province，is 
two to three meters high and four 
to six meters wide at its base， 

The wall，Hsinhua said， was 
apparently built as a defense 
between 475and221 B.C. by the 
Yen state,one of the warring states 
in northern China. 

The “ Hsinhua dispatch 他 om 


Changchun did not report the 


condition of the wall but added 
that the latest section was dis- 
GOovered by archaeologists of the 
Kirin Provincial Museum between 
1975 and 1977. 

The discovery “pushes the loca- 
tion of the northern section of the 
Yen 'state defense wall 120 km 
further north than was recounted 
in historical records,” Hsinhua 
Said .

He said point-blank that he 
didnt like his job in the country- 
side and that he'd rather work in 
the city. 

Both men were members of an 
entire generation cursed ”with 
spotty educations 一 one legacy of 
the Cultural Revolution. On this 
score and others, they have ample 
reason to feel depressed.， Their 
opportunity for _ advancement is 
limited. And there is every indica- 
tion that Chinas leaders are 
keenly aware of the defects of 
their generation. 

Teng Hsiao-ping，who has won 
the confidence of their older 
brothers and sisters，has called 
them a generation of “hooligans 
plusilliterates.” 

FEAR 

Many people in China, old and 
young， said they feared this 
generation of 15- to 25-year olds. 
And there were Some signs last 
spring thattheir arrogance may be 
impossible for China's leaders to 
cap、 

In downtown Canton，teenage 
boys clad in tight blue and white 
striped T-shirts Swaggered down 
Chungshan Road in groups of 
three or four. Cigarets dangled 
from their lips as they walked. 
Passers-by glanced at them brief- 
]y, then stepped aside to let them 
pass, Their bearing was strikingly 
similar tothat'of the young toughs 
who roam Hong Kong's streets 一 
Sometimes committing crimes， 

There are clear indications that 


juvenile crime is becoming 3a 
pervasive problem， too. “More 
than half the criminals listed on a 
proclamation posted by the Kweil- 
in Peoples _ Court were under 
25-years-old. 
_FRUSTRATIONS 

This young generation once 
proudly proclaimed they were the 
children of “the Mao Tse-tung 
Era” who had eaten “Maos rice” 
as they matured in a revolution- 
ary society. But the political credo 
they grew up defending, including 
the :radical preachments of the 
“Cang of Four is now in utter 
disrepute. Hard-pressed to fit into 
the China after Mao，some have 
openly vented their frustrations， 

The increasing exposure of these 
young Chinese to foreigners is 
likely to both exhilarate and 
depress them . 

There is a _ calculated risk in 
letting the world's greatest exem- 
plars of the bourgeois way of life 
Americans， Japanese， and 
Europeans see China， As 
hordes of Japanese criss-cross the 
nation in tour buses and limou- 
sines,， as Americans pull out their 
cameras to. capture Snippets of 
Chinese socialism，as their rich 
cousins from Hong Kong come to 
Canton for brief visits， the 
Chinese are taking note. 

SPECTRE 

The spectre may be obnoxious 
to western jliberals， but 让 is 
captivating to many young Chi- 
nese，In front of their eyes is 
Tevealed the countenance of the 
culture of abundance: people 
with peculiar mannerisms， with 
stylish clothes，with fat stomachs， 
with beards and dyed hair; People 
with strange faces who ehatter 
incessantly and walk back and 
forth indulging their every curios- 
ity as they inspect the details of 
modern China and blithely take 
pictures of her people. 

:Their infuence cannot but be 
felt. It cannot but leave a keen

impression of the fruits of material 
progress and stir Some People to 
envy and resentment. 

Sometimes . contact with 
foreigners seems to perplex the 


young and anger the old. In an- 


alley_ behind a meat and vege-

children, some of whom surged to 
the middqle of the ciowd and 
demanded he photograph them.

PROUD 


The younger generatiom has :| 
been raised with high expecte ， 
ations. While deeply familiar with 
China's backwardness，they re- |， 


main fiercely proud,， They want 
Progress. 


In the countryside beyond the 


city of Canton，a young man 
Spread manure from abasket with 
his bare hands. 

“Illbet you dontdo it this way 
in your country,”he said. China， 
he said，was still too _ backward 
and changing too slowly， 

To keep the young people 
happy，China's leaders must de- 
]iver on their promises for more 
opportunity, Her youngest citizens 
are aptto agitate for quick cbhange 
让 they dont get what they 
demand. The older， more 
Seasoned youths see their future 
tied to the nation's -political 
stability， 

In dozens of random inter- 
views with Chinese citizens_ last 
spring，People said_ that their 
nation was headed for political 
stability. But none would discount 
the possibility of more political 
strife、 HOSTILITY 


In China，many young persons 


have been forced to make per- 
sonal，political shifts some find 
uncomfortable，And a nagging 
hostility between older function- 
aries recently elevated to positions 
of power and the younger officiajls 
theysupplanted remains， 

The possibility of retribution 一 
a massive struggle waged by the 
victims of the Cultural Revolu- 
tion (whom one man claimed 
amounted to 80% of the nation s 
People) against those who once 
humiliated them 一 still haunts 
the nation. And Communist .Chi- 
nese leaders have always had a 
penchant to settle political ac- 
counts as they push for national 
orthodoxy. 

So far，Teng HHsiao-ping has 
apparently managed to contain 
the fervor of Peking's ”young 
demonstrators. Their cries for 
liberajization 一 and for more 
candor in criticizing their leader 
sand their institutions 一 have 
been softened for the present. Biit 
their sentiments will remain 
among an entire ” generation 
throughout China. 

To _ achieve the “unity and 
stabijlity”China's leaders need to 
modernize their nation, they must 
reckon with the ambitions of their 
younger generTation , 

How young men and women 
will be integrated into the work 
force; how their demands for 
guarantees of human :rights and 
new laws will be received，how 
their thirst for contact with the 
world beyond China will be satis- 
fied; how they will be included in 
the national drive for moderni- 
zation 一 these are the questions 
the jeaders must answer. 口
